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In view of applicants' response filed on 9/24/08 the following still applies. 

The disclosure remains objected to. The revised parent history is still inaccurate 
and incomplete. The US application is clearly a priority document for the PCT. It is not 
seen to be copending with instant application. Thus it should be deleted on the 1 st line 
and on the 2 nd last line its relationship (CON? CIP?) to the PCT must be clearly 
indicated. Otherwise, a printer query will result. 

The rejection under 35 USC 112, par.one for scope of compounds claimed is 
overcome by applicants' amendments and Declaration filed under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 on 
9/24/08. 

The 102 rejection over Interchim is overcome by applicants' amendment to "Ar" 
scope. The 102 rejection over Jones is overcome by limiting the "Q" choices to two rings 
not taught or suggested by Jones. The 102 rejection over Willecomme is overcome by 
the deletion of amino in the "Ar" definition, which group is solely used as a synthetic 
precursor. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-17,20-23 and newly presented 30-32 remain rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims 
of U.S. Patent No. 7,320,979 for reasons of record. New claims 30-32 are also rejected 
herein as the species in these claims are also embraced by the claims in the patent 
which otherwise describes one or more of these species- see Table 1 in US'979. 
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Applicants' intent to file a terminal disclaimer upon indication of allowable subject 
matter is noted. 

In reviewing the amended claims vs. the claims of the US patent applied above, 

identical claimed subject matter is seen for the claims rejected below. If applicants 

disagree, they need to point out the material difference in the respective claims' scope. 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-17 and 20-23 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the 
same invention as that of claims 1 -22 of prior U.S. Patent No. 7,320,979. This is a 
double patenting rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M PEP
